Small and Medium-Sized Enterprise (SMEs) 
may submit their targets through the 
dedicated route for SMEs. 


Companies must submit a FLAG target 
within six months after the release of the 
final version of the GHG Protocol Land 
Sector and Removals Guidance. 


Companies anticipating target recalculation 
for any reason are required to include FLAG 
targets upon (re)submission. This includes 
updating their existing targets or setting a 
net-zero target.
